Cause of Fruit Splitting 


Being Investigated 


Horticultrual 
Commissioner 
Jeff- 


rey's attention has not been called to 
the finding of Prof. R. R. Snowden on 
the splitting of oranges and the cause. 
The announcement made exclusively 
in the Argus some weeks ago, which 
was obtained through an Interview 
with Prof. Snowden, stated that this 
scientist had arrived at the conclu- 
sion that an over abundance of mag- 
nesia in the soil was a certain cause 
for fruit splitting—not possibly the 
only cause, but one of the fundamen- 
tal reasons for this disease. 


Prof. Snowden's premise is well 


taken, if we are to believe what other 
growers have had to say on the sub- 
ject since the announcement. 
The 


reason advanced by Snowden is un- 
derstandable to everyone, and there- 
fore is simple in the manner in which 
it arrives at the difficulty. Too much 
magnesia in the soil, or to put it bet- 
ter, 
an 
over-balance 
of 
magnesia 


against 
the 
corresponding 
lack of 


lime, has a direct effect on the foliage 
of plant life, especially such heavy 
lime-carrying plants as citrus trees. 
As Prof. Snowden puts it "the or- 
ange skin is nothing more than a 
metamorphosed leaf, and what effects 
the growth of the leaf, effects the 
growth of the orange skin." 


If the lack of lime causes a badly 


balanced food to be brought to the 
consumption of the tree, the effect is 
immediately to be seen in the foliage, 
and with this condition, we find chlor- 
osis, or mottled leaf. Prof. Snowden 
has shown, and other scientists agree, 
that the lack of lime in the soil is one 
of the principal reasons for the pre- 
valence of mottled leaf. He then goes 
farther, and points out that a lime 
starvation that effects the leaf in 
this manner, must naturally, (or un- 
naturally) have an 'effect on the rind 
of the orange. The fruit splitting oc- 
curs most frequently where the analy- 
sis of the soil shows that the soil is 
badly in need of lime. 


In the investigation which Prof. 


Snowden has made in relation to 
chlorosis during the past year, he has 
traced it definitely to such badly bal- 


anced, 
lime-lacking' soil conditions, 


and in making these investigations 
he found that fruit splitting was also 
prevalent—that it seemed to go hand 
in hand with chlorosis. Not always, 
but. 
it was found in the majority 


of cases. He also found fruit splitting 
where chlorosis did not show, but 
where lime was found in plenty in 
analysis, and therefore the chlorosis 
was undoubtedly in its incipiency and 
not advanced to the stage where it 
began to mottle the leaf. 


In an interview this week with Prof. 


Snowden, the Argus found that the 
professor is now examining a 100- 
acre orange grove for soil conditions, 
and 
under such 
circumstances as 


will either suport his statements on 
fruit splitting or cause him to aban- 
don the premise. Prof. Snowdeu, how- 
ever, has progressed far enough al- 
ready with this examination to feel 
confident that he has discovered a 
very apparent cause for this disease. 


Horticultural Commissioner' Jeffrey, 


in his lead article in the "Times" of 
January 22, answers a query from a 
Pasadena man who asks for a cure of 
fruit splitting, stated that he (Jeffrey) 
does not know of any cure, or of the 
cause of this disease. The commis- 
sioner advances several theories, but 
admits frankly that he does not know. 
He speaks of the great prevalence of 
the fruit splitting this year in River- 
side and Redlands, and intimates that 
the fruit shipments will be cut down 
very materially because of the large 
amount .of culls from this cause. The 
horticultural 
commissioner's 
atten- 


tion is here called to the work ac- 
complished by Prof. Snowden, and 
the professor, In an interview this 
week, stated that he would be glad to 
throw as much light on the question 
as is within his power, for any who 
wish to communicate with him. The 
article which originally appeared in 
the Argus has been copied widely, in 
Riverside, Redlands' and Porterville, 
and in such papers as the Pacific Rur- 
al Press and others. Everywhere Prof. 
Snowden's 
finding 
has 
been 
com- 


mented on favorably.

INFESTED PEPPER TREES. 


Scale .Breeders Must Be Cut Back 


or Sprayed to Protect Infesta- 


tion of Orchards. 


The. word has gone out from the 


county 
horticultural 
commissioner's 


office that all pepper trees infested 
with black scale or other vermin, 
must be trimmed back and the bran- 
ches infested cut off. Where this can- 
not be done without destroying the 
entire 
tree, 
thorough 
spraying 
is 


recommended, as the spraying will 
not injure the tree, even if used in 
large quantities, and it will kill the 
scale. 


Horticultural Inspector James Hod- 


ges of the Covina district says that a 
great deal of the trouble may be over- 
come by taking out the infested parts 
of the tree. The commission is of the 
belief that the rancher should be pro- 
tected from the infested pepper trees 
especially after the fact that ove 
$100,000 has been spent this fall am 
winter in the Covina territory alone 
in an attempt to thoroughly kill ou 
the black scale, his money spent in 
fumigation, is of no lasting value tin 
less pepper trees and other trees ef 
fected> are also eliminated in some 
way. 
Many property owners 
who 


have pepper trees on their ranche. 
and in front of their homes, have been 
ordered by the commission to kil. 
the scale, and the trees belonging to 
the city, where they are on city prop- 
erty on the streets will also undergo 
treatment. This seems like merely a 
fair deal to the rancher who is spend- 
ing good money to clean his grove of 
scale.

That's one reason why rr.;my audi- 


ences who do not understand what 
Ellen Beach Yaw is accomplishing, are 
often left in ignorance of a really 
great musical feat, he-cause it. was 
done so easily it escaped the atten- 
tion of only those who have oft<-n at- 
tempted to do the same thing and 
failed. That very fact might pass as
